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Foot Bridge. Hawtfrornden House, near Edinburgh, 
is a modern residence erected on the ruins of an old 
stronghold, whereof a ruined tower still remains. Under 
the building are a series of excavations, which have 
many times been used as hiding places. The original 
Hawthornden was built by William Drummond, the poet, 
who lived 1585-1649. The grounds are prettily laid out, 
and it was in the gardens here that Drummond and 
Ben Jonson once met. 
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
